SARAH Rowe is 
busy training for 
her first London 
Marathon and she’s 
never short of moti¬ 
vation - because it 
surrounds her every 
day she goes to work. 

Sarah is manager of 
the Bridgend Disability 
Support service which 
helps children and 
young people up to the 
age of 25 develop the 
skills and confidence to 
get involved with local 
sports and leisure activ¬ 
ities, and she has seen 
the life-changing impact 
it has on many of them. 

The service is run by 
Bamardo’s Cymru and 
Sarah will be running 
the marathon on behalf 
of the children’s charity 
where she has worked 
for the last three years. 

The young people 
have a wide range of 
disabilities, from the 
physical to autism. Many 
had no social life in the 
past or were only able 
to attend a limited num¬ 
ber of activities specif¬ 
ically for the disabled. 

In the last three 
years, Sarah and her 
team have worked with 
them, so they can join 
their local sports clubs 
and Scout groups with¬ 
out feeling out of place. 

The service is funded 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) as part of 
their Families First 
programme. “I work 
with the most amazing 
children and young peo¬ 
ple, but many of them 
had no friends in the 
past and were not able 
to socialise. Now we 
have them playing foot¬ 
ball, performing in an 
orchestra, all the sorts of 
things other children take 
for granted,” said Sarah.

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Care sector chief warns of 
looming recruitment crisis 


INCREASING the pay 
of social care workers in 
Bridgend and the Vale 
is vital to help solve the 
recruitment crisis in the 
sector, the chair of Care 
Forum Wales has said. 

The plea from Mario Kreft 
comes after a campaign was 
launched to attract another 
20,000 social care workers in 
Wales over the next 10 years. Mr 
Kreft said the problem was that 
the funding formulae of local 
councils and health boards were 
predicated on paying low wages 
to staff and that must change. 

He has welcomed the 
‘WeCare.Wales’ campaign 
which was unveiled by Social 
Care Wales and other care sec¬ 
tor organisations, but warned 
more money was needed to 
provide “decent wages”. The 
number of elderly people over 
the age of 80 is predicted to 


increase by 44 per cent in Wales 
by 2030. There are around 
113,000 people in the social 
care sector, but more are needed 
to cope with increasing need. 

Mr Kreft says a proposed 
social care tax would not pro¬ 
vide the complete answer. He 
explained: “We are aware that 
some care workers in Bridgend 
and the Vale, like other areas 
in Wales, are low paid. To its 
great credit Welsh Government 
has recently recognised social 
care as one of the four foun¬ 
dations of the economy, one 
which pumps £2.2 billion per 
year into the Welsh economy. 

“Social care workers in 
Wales deserve a better deal. 
The deal they’ve got is not good 
enough to sustain the numbers 
that we’re going to need in the 
future. Local authorities and 
health boards in Wales actually 
predicate that more than half 
of the staff in a care home are 


on the National Living Wage. 

“When you get a qualified 
highly-skilled care practitioner, 
they have to be able to sustain 
a standard of living commensu¬ 
rate with the level of responsi¬ 
bility they have. These are peo¬ 
ple who have been overlooked.” 

Sue Evans, the chief exec¬ 
utive of Social Care Wales, 
said: “In Wales, around 90,000 
people work in social care, 
while 23,000 work in early 
years and childcare. However, 
we still need more people 
if we are going to meet the 
needs and expectations of 
society over the next 10 years. 

“The ‘WeCare’ campaign has 
been developed to attract the 
right people to support some of 
the most vulnerable members 
in our communities or help 
inspire the next generation.” 

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) spokesperson 
said: “As both a provider and 


commissioner of care services, 
we are committed to having 
a skilled, qualified and valued 
workforce. We are actively 
working with Social Care 
Wales and other partners on 
a strategy to meet the chal¬ 
lenges that the sector is facing.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokeswoman said it was com¬ 
mitted to raising the status and 
profile of social care so it was 
seen as a positive career choice. 

She said: “We have already 
taken steps to support the sus¬ 
tainability of the workforce. We 
recognise pressures the sector 
faces in Wales and are provid¬ 
ing an additional £50 million 
in 2019-20 to help meet the 
growing demand for care and 
support services, £30 million 
of which will focus on work¬ 
force pressures and the wider 
sustainability of services.”

waste collection price increase 


ANY gardeners in 
Bridgend county 
borough who sign 
up for this year’s 
garden waste 
recycling collections 
before Monday, 
April 1, will receive 
the seasonal service 
at a discounted 
rate. 

Offered by Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) in partnership 
with Kier, the service 
makes it possible to 
recycle garden waste 
including plants, flowers, 
weeds, grass, leaves and 
hedge clippings. 

This year’s collections 


begin on Monday, 
March 18, and will 
continue throughout the 
main growing season up 
until Friday, November 
15. Residents who reg¬ 
ister before April 1 will 
pay the early bird price 
of £28 per household, 
while the fee is £24 for 
residents aged 60 and 
over. 

From Monday, April 
1, the general fee will 
rise to £38.30 and the 
discounted fee will 
increase to £34.30. 

BCBC says that the 
proposed price increase 
received support from 
local residents in 
last autumn’s budget 
consultation.

Of the 2,349 people 
who answered the ques¬ 
tion relating to garden 
waste recycling charges, 
69 per cent said that 
they would be happy 
to pay more for the 
service, with 31 per cent 
of respondents agreeing 
that they would be will¬ 
ing to pay £38.30 for the 
service as it would cre¬ 
ate an additional £50,000 
annually which could be 
spent by the council on 
other frontline services. 

The budget consulta¬ 
tion also found that 72 
per cent of respondents 
were happy to pay more 
for bulky waste collec¬ 
tions in order to increase 
revenue for other 
services. As a result, 
from April 1 onwards, 
it will cost £20 for the 
collection of three items 
(a rise of £5 from the 
current charge of £15) 
and it will cost £5.20 per 
every additional item (a 
20p rise from the current 
charge of £5). The 
increase in bulky waste 
collection charges will 
generate an additional 
£20,000 annually to be 
spent on other council 
services.

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
BCBC’s Deputy Leader, 
said: “We are often 
asked why residents 
have to pay for the 
garden waste recycling 
scheme. Because not 
all homes in the county 
borough have gardens, 
we believe it is fairer 
to make it an optional 
service so that only 
the homes that want to 
receive the collections 
can choose to pay for 
them. 

“Our budget consulta¬ 
tion laid out the difficult 
financial decisions that 
we are faced with due 
to austerity. While we 
don’t want our residents 
to have to pay more 
for any services, the 
majority of respondents 
to the survey agreed that 
they would be willing 
to pay more for garden 
waste and bulky waste 
collections if it means 


that more money will be 
available to be spent on 
other important council 
services such as home 
care for our ageing 
population.” 

Once payment for the 
garden waste collections 
is confirmed, households 
will be supplied with 
two reusable bags 
together with details of 
when their bags will be 
collected. Any returning 
customers who indicate 
that they don’t need any 
new bags will just be 
sent a calendar showing 
when their collections 
will be made. 

The subscription fee 
covers the collection 
of two garden waste 
bags - any households 
who would like to be 
able to put out more 
garden waste bags each 
fortnight have the option 
of paying an additional 
£5 per extra bag. 

All of the garden 
waste collected in the 
county borough is taken 
to local firm Cowbridge 
Compost and turned 
into a compost fertiliser. 
Around 4,250 homes 
signed up for the collec¬ 
tions in 2018, resulting 
in more than 650 tonnes 
of garden waste being 
recycled instead of 
ending up in landfill.

Woman ate 
cannabis after 
trying to take 


it into 

A mother of two who took 
cannabis into Bridgend’s Parc 
Prison for her ex-partner 
swallowed a £10 bag of the 
drug, writes AJSICLUNA. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that 
42-year-old Josie Hulme was taken to 
the Princess of Wales Hospital after 
being arrested and detained for two 
days, but no trace of the cannabis was 
found. 

Hulme, of Briton Ferry, was jailed 
for 14 weeks affer pleading guilty 
to taking a prohibited item into the 
prison. 

She was told by Judge Timothy 
Potts: “Drugs in prison spread addic¬ 
tion and misery.” 

Prosecutor Christopher Rees 
said that prison officers received 
intelligence that an inmate might be 


prison 

bringing in drugs. 

When she arrived, a drugs dog 
detected the cannabis and she was 
detained. She agreed to be searched 
and repeatedly put her hands inside 
her underwear before refusing to be 
strip searched. 

She then said she had had cannabis 
but had eaten it. 

In hospital she was X-rayed but no 
trace of the drug was found. 

She was said to have previous 
convictions for 60 offences including 
possessing heroin with the intent to 
supply. 

Her counsel, Robin Rouch, said she 
had used heroin since the age of 17 
but had stopped. 

He said the immediate future 
for her family would be difficult as 
she recognised it had to be a prison 
sentence.

CAN you provide a sup¬ 
portive home for a homeless 
young person? Llamau’s 
Supported Lodgings Scheme 
is looking for host providers 
in Bridgend to provide one- 
to-one support, in a home 
environment, for young people. 

The scheme supports young people 
aged 16-25 who may be leaving care 
or who are not able to live at home. 

A Llamau spokesperson said: “The 
young person is provided with a room 
of their own in a private home, where 
they become a member of the house¬ 
hold. Young people are placed with 
carefully chosen host providers who 
are given guidance by Llamau on how 
best to support the young person. 

“All you need is a spare room and 
a willingness to help young people. It 
does not matter whether you live in 
a house or flat, are married or single, 
working or unemployed. You do not 
need any special qualifications to be a 
Supported Lodgings host provider and 
our current host providers come from 
a variety of backgrounds. 

“Young people supported by the 
scheme have a variety of cultural 
backgrounds, so it is important that 
Llamau is able to offer each young 
person the most appropriate home for 
them. 

“As a Supported Lodgings pro¬ 
vider, you will be expected to support 
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the young person living with you, to 
gain the skills and confidence they 
need to become an independent young 
adult, and to eventually move into and 
manage their own home. 

“All young people supported by 
the Supported Lodgings Scheme 
are currently in training, college or 
employment, or will become closer 
to achieving this because of support 
and encouragement from the host 
provider. 

“In return, you will receive a 
weekly payment of up to £120 per 
week, paid directly by Llamau. In 
addition to this, the young person 
living with you will contribute £20 
per week towards living costs and 
utilities. 

“The end date of the placement will 
be agreed in advance between Llamau 
and the host provider. Placements can 
last anything between two months to 
two years, with the aim being that, at 
the end of the placement, the young 
person feels confident enough to live 
independently.”

Council says that 
‘Smart Energy Plan’ 
could help meet 
future carbon targets 


CABINET Members from 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) have 
approved a new Smart 
Energy Plan which explains 
how the county borough 
can grow into a low carbon 
innovation zone to meet UK 
de-carbonisation targets by 
2050. 

Bridgend county borough is one 
of only three local authority areas 
that have been chosen by the UK 
Government to develop low carbon 
energy schemes which could then 
be replicated elsewhere across the 
country. 

Projects that are already under 
development locally include a heat 
network connecting homes and public 
buildings in Bridgend and the Caerau 
Minewater scheme, which involves 
using underground water as a heat 
source to warm homes in the Llynfi 
Valley. 

BCBC is not putting any of its own 
funds towards the potential schemes. 

It is using various forms of grant 
funding for any costs incurred and 
is concentrating on attracting private 
and public sector investment. 

Cllr Richard Young, BCBC’s 
cabinet member for communities, 
said: “I can’t overstate how proud and 
excited we are to be taking the lead in 
developing these energy projects. We 
are the first local authority in Wales 
to develop such an energy strategy. 


which we intend to act as a catalyst 
for Bridgend county borough to grow 
into a low carbon innovation zone. 

“The initial focus is on decarbon¬ 
ising domestic heating by moving 
away from using fossil fuels. There 
isn’t a one-size-fits-all solution for all 
homes, but I am very enthused by our 
early discussions around the potential 
options for renewable energy gener¬ 
ation and the use of a wide range of 
technologies. 

“We are already making progress. 
For example, we have been working 
with the Energy Systems Catapult 
in trialling a type of advanced home 
energy management control that 
could support the design of more 
appealing low carbon heating solu¬ 
tions for consumers.” 

The Bridgend Smart Energy Plan 
was discussed at an energy confer¬ 
ence hosted by BCBC last month 
which gathered together stakeholders 
including the Welsh Government, 
Wales and West Utilities and Western 
Power Distribution. 

Cllr Young added: “Partnership 
working will be at the heart of all 
the energy projects that are in the 
pipeline, so it was great to get rep¬ 
resentatives from so many different 
potential stakeholders to discuss how 
we go about delivering them.”

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Charity launches appeal 
for nurses to get ready 
for the next generation 


TY Hafan, the children’s 
hospice in Wales, is appealing 
to supporters to help its nurses 
get ready for the next gener¬ 
ation and expand their care 
beyond the hospice walls and 
into the homes of life-limited 
children. 

Over the past 20 years, nursing has 
ehanged signifieantly. Since its open¬ 
ing in 1999, Ty Hafan has supported 
more than 800 children, and every 
year more children are admitted to the 
Sully-based hospice for comfort and 
care. With developments in technol¬ 
ogy and medicine, children are living 
longer which means that their needs 
have become increasingly complex. 

Ty Hafan’s Head of Hospice Care, 
Hayley Humphries, who has worked 
with Ty Hafan for most of her nursing 
career for 14 years, said: “We respond 
to the needs of each and every Ty 
Hafan child so our clinical care has 
had to evolve considerably. 

“Our highly-trained nurses have 
introduced new clinical procedures 
and our symptom control and manage¬ 
ment techniques have become more 
specialised. Our hospice is now open 
24/7, 365 days a year, enabling us to 
be ready for whenever the children 
need us. 

“At the beginning of this year, we 
introduced our first-ever children’s 
palliative care community nurse in 
Powys and, in the next 20 years, our 
ultimate aim is to have a Ty Hafan 
community nurse based in every 
Welsh health board, joining forces 
with the existing health services to 
provide pain management, family 


support and end of life care in a home 
setting. 

“It costs over £1.1 million every 
year to train and fund our nurses, both 
community and hospice based. That’s 
why we’re launching this appeal and 
asking community, corporate and 
individual supporters to do anything 
they can to raise funds to help our 
nurses support even more children 
across Wales, not only in the hospice 
but also in the safe and familiar com¬ 
fort of their own homes. There will be 
more families who need us, and we 
need to be ready for them”. 

Parents with first hand experience 
of Ty Hafan’s nursing care know just 
how much it means to them, when 
faced with their darkest moments. 

Osian Liddell from Barry has been 
visiting Ty Hafan for short breaks 
ever since he was bom nearly four 
years ago. His mother, Anna, recalled 
how she felt the first time she visited 
the hospice and handed her tiny baby 
over to the Ty Hafan nurses. 

“We just felt massive relief and for 
the first time in Oshi’s young life, we 
felt calm,” she said. 

“We were with people who could 
help us and if something happened, 
they’d know what to do. Osian was 
safe. Those nurses are a replacement 
‘me’. As well as medication, they give 
cuddles and love, which is just what 
Oshi needs.”

False start to Spring 
is confusing the bees 

News from the Fonmon Apiary 
with Harold Williams 


IS spring really here? Last 
month was very convinc¬ 
ing and the bees thought so 
too. However, a complete 
reversal of the weather has 
curtailed eternal activity; 
but not stopped it altogether. 

Examining the debris in the under¬ 
floor trays is revealing an inerease in 
varroa mite numbers and this is an 
indieation that the queens are stepping 
up their egg produetion - and the varroa 
will take advantage of this situation. 

Here at the apiary, I have two col¬ 
onies of bees that have been overwin¬ 
tered, eaeh in their own nueleus box. 

What is a ‘nueleus box’? It is a 
smaller version of a beehive: a full 
size version holds 11 frames whereas 
the nueleus only has five frames 
in it. These ‘nue’ boxes are made 
from expanded polystyrene; the 
full size hives are made of wood. 

The insulating properties of the 
polystyrene boxes is mueh appreei- 
ated by the bees, and if there is a 
downside, it is when it comes to clean¬ 
ing said boxes. Unlike the wooden 
full size boxes that can be seraped 


and gone over with a blowlamp to 
ensure good hygiene, this eannot be 
done with the poly-nucs. However, I 
am experimenting with a wallpaper 
stripper and steam eleaning appears 
to be working. I do have wooden 
nue boxes and they can be scorched. 

All eolonies are showing external 
activity and the foragers, when they can 
get out, are returning with pollen whieh 
is always a good sign. Very shortly, the 
beginner’s course will be initiated and 
if there is one reeommendation that 
we try to convey to the newcomer, 
it is that of having spare equipment! 

Many new beekeepers will only 
wish to have one or maybe two hives 
at the most, so see no requirement 
for extra equipment. As the year pro¬ 
gresses, the oeeupants of their hives 
will inerease rapidly: left to them¬ 
selves, the bees will eontrol the situ¬ 
ation of overcrowding by swarming! 

So if you wish to keep your 
bees, there are manoeuvres that ean 
be earried out, but they do require 
spare kit. Swarming is a natu¬ 
ral cycle in the life of a honeybee.

far, it’s a wholly satis¬ 
fying origin story for 
the newest addition to 
the ever-growing stable 
of characters. 

The film opens with 
some clunkiness - the 
backstory of Captain 
MarveECarol Danvers/ 
Vers is a convoluted 
one that doesn’t 
benefit from some of 
the choices made in 
the opening 20 minutes 
here. 

Once it settles 
down, it becomes a 
far smoother and more 
enjoyable ride. 

The characteristics 
of previous Marvel

playing in the low- 
budget playground with 
the likes of Half-Nelson 
and Mississippi Grind) 
was another bold direc¬ 
torial choice by Marvel, 
but one that doesn’t 
wholly pay off. 

While the pair have a 
sure enough handle on 
the character beats, the 
action sequences don’t 
have enough personal¬ 
ity, feeling helmed by 


committee rather than 
carrying the tenets of 
the directing duo. 

Where the film 
really hits home is in 
the performances. Brie 
Larson is a perfect fit 
for the lead character, 
delivering a strong turn 
as she attempts to dis¬ 
cover who she really is, 
and her chemistry with 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
de-aged Nick Fury is a 
real delight. 

This ‘buddy road 
movie’ element is one 
of the film’s strengths, 
and the pair are in fine 
form. 

Around them other 
performances are 
solid, from the likes of 
Jude Law and Annette 
Bening, while Ben 
Mendehlson is a delight 
as Skrull leader Talos 
and Lashana Lynch, as 
Carol’s friend Maria, is 
great in the opportuni¬ 
ties she’s given. 

The narrative beats 
feel a tad familiar, 
seemingly using the 
origin story template 
with some slightly 
telegraphed twists. 


no doubt one of the 
downfalls of being the 
21st Marvel film, but it 
all comes together into 
something that is well 
worth watching. 

If it falls a little short 
of the studios’ finest 
output (and after the 
films they released last 
year that’s hardly a 
harsh criticism) it still 
carries enough of the 
Marvel charm to see 
it through - Captain 
Marvel is marvellous 
fun. 

VERDICT: It 

doesn’t hit the ground 
running, but once 
Captain Marvel hits 
its stride it becomes a 
very good film indeed. 
There are some small 
signs of Marvel fatigue, 
mainly in the direction 
and narrative beats, but 
the performances have 
great charm and carry 
the film, especially Brie 
Larson and Samuel L 
Jackson. Recommended.

A NEW singing group 
set up in Barry is mak¬ 
ing a big difference to 
people with lung disease.

Good news for book borrowers 
as Awen reopens Pyle Library 


PYLE Library 
reopened this week 
and there was good 
news for all libraries 
in Bridgend county 
borough - fines on 
overdue books are 
to be discontinued. 

Awen Cultural Trust, 
which runs the libraries, 
announced that it will 
be abolishing all late 
fines from April 1. 

The registered 
charity, which runs 
12 branches, a mobile 
library and a house¬ 
bound service on behalf 
of Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), will be the first 
in Wales to eliminate 
the fines, following in 
the footsteps of some 
libraries in England and 
the Republic of Ireland. 

The announcement 
was made at the official 
reopening of Pyle 
Library on March 11 
following a £100,000 
redevelopment and 
refurbishment, attended 
by Lord Dafydd 
Elis-Thomas, Deputy 
Minister for Culture, 
Sport and Tourism. 

The renovation, 
which was jointly 
funded by a 
Transformation 
Capital Grant from the 
Museums, Archives and 
Libraries Division of 
Welsh Government and 
Awen Cultural Trust, 
means Pyle Library has 
become a larger, lighter, 
more flexible and func¬ 
tional space. 

It is believed that the 
removal of fines will 
encourage more people 



to use Awen libraries, 
allowing those who may 
be embarrassed about 
forgetting to return their 
books, or being unable 
to pay their fines, to 
rekindle their relation¬ 
ship with reading and 
learning. 

Richard Hughes, 
chief executive of Awen 
Cultural Trust, said: 

“We are committed 
to providing public 
libraries which are 
warm, welcoming and 
accessible-for-all. We 
want to reach new audi¬ 
ences and encourage 
more families to come 
into our libraries and 
enjoy all the services 
they have to offer, by 
breaking down actual 
and perceived barriers 
within our branches. 

“As we have removed 
many of the physical 
barriers into Pyle 
Library, including the 
large imposing front 
desk, it is fitting that we 
made the announcement 
about our new fine 


policy at its official 
reopening. Of course, 
no fine does not mean 
no responsibility and 
all other rules around 
book borrowing will 
still apply! We would 
just prefer our members 
to support their local 
library in other ways, by 
visiting, offering dona¬ 
tions or volunteering.” 

Lord Elis-Thomas, 
said: “Across Wales 
we have invested more 
than £16 million in over 
115 projects alongside 
considerable investment 
from other partners. 

This has revitalised 
many library services 
in Wales and created 
opportunities for other 
partnerships.” 

In February, Awen 
Libraries started its 
third season of ‘Live 
& Loud’, which sees 
live music, drama, 
puppetry and children’s 
theatre performed in the 
libraries.

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Vale Mayor 
explains decision 
to abstain at 
budget meeting 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan Mayor, 
Cllr Leighton 
Rowlands, has 
explained why he 
abstained on budget 
proposals at an 
emergency meet¬ 
ing of the council. 

The Vale Couneil 
is a Conservative- 
Independent administra¬ 
tion, but Vale Leader, 
Cllr John Thomas, 
relied on Labour votes 
to get the budget and 
council tax increase of 
4.9 per cent through 
last Friday, March 8. 

A total of 11 
Conservatives abstained 
on the budget vote 
and the Vale Mayor 
Cllr Rowlands, also a 


Conservative, explained: 
“As mayor it was 
very difficult for me 
to take the decision to 
abstain on the budget. 

“As mayor, it is my 
duty to promote the 
interests and reputation 
of the council and the 
Vale as a whole and 
act as an ambassador 
for both. I was simply 
not satisfied that Vale 
council tax payers were 
getting value for money 
out of the proposed 
increase and saving tar¬ 
gets were not being met. 

“I had concerns 
about a range of issues 
and that’s why I took 
the difficult decision to 
abstain on the budget.”

Exciting plans 
for new Vale 
campuses 


THE Vale Council 
and Cardiff and 
Vale College 
(CAVC) are work¬ 
ing on ambitious 
proposals for two 
new multi-mil- 
lion-pound college 
campus develop¬ 
ments - one at 
Barry Waterfront 
and the other at 
Cardiff Airport. 

Next week, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet will consider 
the sale of two pieces of 
land to the college, one 
located at the Innovation 
Quarter at the Waterfront 
and the other on land 
near the airport. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and plan¬ 
ning, said: “While nego¬ 
tiations are at an early 
stage the council is very 
keen to help Cardiff and 
Vale College realise its 
ambition of delivering 
two new state of the art 
college campuses in the 
Vale. 

“The sites we 
have identified offer 
huge potential. Barry 
Waterfront is perhaps the 
most innovative urban 
regeneration project in 
Wales. It currently offers 
first class leisure oppor¬ 
tunities, retail outlets and 
transport links, alongside 
a mix of housing. A 
sector-leading higher 


education campus would 
be yet another exciting 
development. 

“Equally, development 
of the second site near to 
Cardiff Airport would be 
an exciting early step on 
developing an area that 
we see driving forward 
economic development 
in the Vale in the near 
future.” 

Mark Roberts, chief 
operating officer at 
CAVC, said: “We have 
an ambitious programme 
of investing in delivering 
innovative opportunities 
and facilities for learning 
in Cardiff and the Vale 
that will inspire current 
and future generations. 
The plans would be a 
major boost for the col¬ 
lege, which is the third 
largest in the UK. 

“This proposal features 
two brand new state-of- 
the-art campuses: one at 
Barry Waterfront which 
will offer a wide range 
of vocational and further 
education courses, and an 
aerospace and advanced 
manufacturing campus 
at Cardiff Airport with 
STEM centre, IT and 
cyber security courses.” 

The GEM understands 
the college would like 
to open both campuses 
in September 2022, 
but that learning would 
continue at existing Vale 
sites until that date so 
no learning or students 
would be disrupted.

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader 
of the Vale Council, on 
the recent council tax vote 


B eing 
Leader of the 
Vale Council 
means having to 
take difficult deci¬ 
sions, especially in 
the context of year 
on year reductions 
in funding from 
Welsh Government. 

It is grossly naive 
to think that we can 
continue to provide 
essential local services 
without having to 
increase council tax and 
look at new ways of 
generating income. 

That being said, if 
you look at council tax 
rises across Wales there 
are only three lower 
than that agreed for the 
Vale last week. Indeed 
our increase of only 4.9 
per cent compares very 
favourably with author¬ 
ities like Pembrokeshire 
(9.9 per cent), Conwy 
(9.6 per cent) and 
Powys (9.5 per cent), 
and a host of others who 
have gone over the 5 


per cent mark. 

My term as leader of 
a council has seen the 
council consistently out¬ 
perform others in terms 
of the quality of ser¬ 
vices, while operating 
on a very lean budget; 
and I am very proud of 
the fact that in 2019/20 
the Vale will have the 
sixth lowest council tax 
rate in Wales, despite 
receiving a very low 
level of funding from 
Welsh Government. 

It was a shock to 
me when four of my 
Conservative colleagues 
voted against the 
budget. Not least 
because they had made 
no contribution to the 
public debate whatso¬ 
ever. For colleagues to 
come out in the press 
now, saying that they 
had issues with the 
council tax increase 
and value for money 
for residents is rather 
disingenuous when 
this matter had been 
discussed in group 
meetings on a number

of occasions, and no 
opposition to the figures 
was raised. 

The vote on the 
budget is one of the, if 
not the, most important 
decisions that the 
council makes during 
the year. Our inability 
to agree this at the first 
attempt caused not 
only embarrassment 
to the Conservative 
administration and the 
council as a whole but 
also made very real 
the possibility that we 
would fail to meet our 
legal obligations. 

It was in this context 
that I met with members 
of the group immedi¬ 
ately after the vote. I 
had hoped to agree a 
way forward. It became 
quickly clear, however, 
that I could not rely on 
their support. 

It would have been 
irresponsible to go into 
the Special council 
meeting unsure of 


whether the budget 
would be approved, 
and it was against this 
context that cross party 
discussions were held; 
and I will make no apol¬ 
ogies for reaching out 
to colleagues across the 
political spectrum when 
so much was at stake. 

This was in the best 
interests of both the 
Vale of Glamorgan as 
a community and the 
council as an organisa¬ 
tion. In setting a budget 
I have not given in to 
demands from those 
within the group or 
outside. I have listened, 
and engaged, and have 
sought at every step 
to ensure that the Vale 
maintains the excellent 
reputation that has been 
built up over the years. 

Being Leader of the 
Council means making 
tough and sometimes 
unpopular decisions. 
Local politics is not a 
game. It is not about 
scoring political points. 
It isn’t about grabbing 
headlines and it cer¬ 
tainly isn’t a PR exer¬ 
cise. While appearances 
may be a major concern 
for some, my biggest 
concern will always be 
the interests of those 
thousands of people 
who rely on council 
services every day. 

This is how I have 
always operated and, 
given the opportunity, 
is how I will continue to 
run the council.

It’s a disgusting thing 
to do. 

“We are offering a 
reward for any valid 
information about this. 
They are very distin¬ 
guishable and have very 
distinctive traits. 

“I don’t know what 
sort of person can do 
such a cruel thing. 

“The next night the 
tack room was broken 
into and equipment such 
as rugs, saddles and 
bridles taken. 

“I think the horses 
are probably still local 
and I’m appealing to 
local people to keep a 
lookout.” 

A South Wales Police 
spokeswoman said: “We 
are investigating the 
theft of two horses from 
a field near Springfield 
Lane, Bonvilston. 

“The theft occurred 



sometime between 
5.30pm on March 1 and 
12.30pm on March 2. 
Both horses are brown in 
colour and stand at 16.3 
hands. 

“A number of items 
were also stolen from the 
stables including tack, 
two saddles, a Senci 
generator, a chainsaw 
and a hedge cutter.”

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‘It’s been muddy 
hell’ say Dinas 
Powys councillors 



Construction traffic from the development site 
goes straight into the village and community 
councillors have complained about excessive 
deposits of mud and silt on local roads. 


BARRATT Homes 
has apologised to 
residents in Dinas 
Powys following 
complaints about 
excessive amounts of 
mud and silt on local 
roads caused by 
construction traffic. 

It said it is working 
closely with the Vale 
Council to “comply with 
all planning conditions” 
after being served with a 
formal notiee. 

The developer is 
building 215 houses 
at the former St Cyres 
School site and commu¬ 
nity councillors say that 
over the months, mud 
has coated Murch Road 
and Murch Crescent and 
splattered nearby ears. 

Community eouncillor 
Chris Franks said: “ft has 
taken six months of eom- 
plaints from residents 
and Plaid community 
councillors to force the 
Vale Couneil to address 
the problem of mud and 
silt on Dinas Powys 
roads. 

“The eouneil has been 
timid and laeked resolve. 
The lack of effective 
action to protect residents 
has been a disgraee. 

“At long last the 
eounty eouneil has served 
a Section 187A notice 
on the developers BDW 
to properly implement 
planning eonditions. 

“The legal notice 
states that the developer 
has a month to address 
the breach of conditions.” 

Wheel washing faeil- 
ities were introdueed at 
the Dinas Powys site, 
but Clh Franks says the 
measure had not been 
effective enough: “The 
Vale Council states that 
the arrangements on 
site are not eonsistently 
preventing the depositing 
of mud and silt onto the 
publie highway. 

“In addition, the 
notiee states there is 
no settlement pond or 
filtration system for the 
wheel wash and the road 
sweeper is not being 
deployed sufiieiently.” 

Steve Williams, the 
managing director of 
Barratt Homes South 
Wales, apologised to 
loeal residents for the 
ineonvenienee and said 
action was being taken 
to deal with the problem. 

He said: “We always 


work to minimise the 
effeets of eonstruction 
and apologise to anyone 
who has been ineonven- 
ienced by work in Dinas 
Powys. 

“We are working 
closely with Vale 
Couneil to ensure that we 
comply with all planning 
conditions and following 
recent bad weather we 
have made modifications 
to measures to minimise 
mud and silt deposits on 
the public highway. 

“We have installed a 
tarmae surface to provide 
a smoother area for the 
jet-washing operation 
and installed a sump to 
collect any excess water 
running off the vehicles. 

“The tyres of vehicles 
leaving the development 
during the day will eon- 
tinue to have their tyres 
cleaned by the jet-wash.” 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and plan¬ 
ning at the Vale Couneil, 
said the eouneil had been 
closely monitoring com- 
plianee at the develop¬ 
ment from the very start 
of construction. 

He explained: “Our 
enforcement team has 
been working with the 
developer to overcome 
loeal residents’ coneems 
and has taken quiek and 
deeisive action to resolve 
breaches of the planning 
conditions when they 
have arisen. 

“The couneil’s 


planning enforeement 
team contaeted the 
developers on February 
14 to specify a number of 
improvements required 
to keep the roads clean. 
This is the latest in a 
series of formal notices 
served on the developer. 

“Subsequent site vis¬ 
its along with evidence 
provided by local resi¬ 
dents made elear that 
initial improvements 
and attempts at compli- 
anee were simply not 
sufficient. 

“While new arrange¬ 
ments for washing the 
wheels of vehieles 
leaving the site had been 
put in plaee, these were 
failing to ensure that 
excessive mud was not 
being deposited from the 
site onto the road. 

“Consequently, on 
March 6, the Vale 
Council served the devel¬ 
oper with their second 
Breach of Condition 
Notice.” 

Cllr Bird added: “The 
developer has been 
given one month to 
ensure full eomplianee 
with the requirements 
of the notiee. This is 
the minimum time 
allowed under planning 
legislation. Should the 
developer fail to comply 
with the requirements 
of the notice the eouneil 
will consider a legal 
prosecution.”

Vale Council 
unveils new 
parking plans 


A new approach 
to parking man¬ 
agement across the 
Vale is to be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s 
cabinet on Monday, 
March 18, with the 
council looking to 
introduce further 
charging in some 
car parks and also 
‘on street’ in resorts. 

No eharges would be 
introdueed for ‘on street’ 
town eentre parking 
under the proposals. 
The proposals would see 
parking remain free of 
charge for the first two 
hours as well as free 
parking on Sundays in 
all town centre ear parks. 
Permits would be avail¬ 
able for regular users. 
Charges would apply for 
stays of longer than two 
hours in town centre car 
parks but not on street. 

All year round 
resort ear park charges 
are proposed for ear 
parks at Barry Island, 
Ogmore-by-Sea and 
Southerndown. These 
charges vary between 
peak and off-peak times 
and parking would be 
free before Sam with 
redueed tariffs after 4pm. 
On street parking charges 
would also be applied at 
the resorts of Barry Island 
and Penarth Esplanade. 

Under the proposals, 
which have been pro¬ 
duced by council officers 
following a public 
consultation exercise 
in 2018, charges would 
also be applied at the 
coastal car parks of 
Barry’s Cold Knap, Cwm 
Col Huw in Llantwit 
Major and at Penarth’s 
Cliff Walk. These new 
charges will for 2019/20 
only apply during 
the summer season. 

Annual passes would 
be available for all resort 
and coastal car parks. 

Charges of between 
£1 and £3 would be 
applied to Cosmeston 
Lakes and Porthkerry 
Country Parks between 
8am and 6pm. Again, 
a redueed priee annual 


pass would be available. 

Parking for ears dis¬ 
playing a blue badge 
would remain free of 
eharge in all instanees. 

A spokesperson 
for the eouneil said: 
“Maintaining the 
Vale’s ear parks costs 
the eouneil upwards of 
£300,000 each year and 
this does not include 
the costs of managing 
the resorts they support. 

“As was widely 
acknowledged during the 
debate on the council’s 
budget for 2019/20, we 
have no alternative but 
to seek to raise additional 
income if we wish to 
eontinue to provide the 
services that we know our 
residents want and which 
bring visitors to the Vale. 

“We have listened 
earefully to the views 
shared during the con¬ 
sultation and the poliey 
proposed differs signif¬ 
icantly from that pro¬ 
posed by Capita. Parking 
will be free for two hours 
in all town centre car 
parks and town centre 
on street parking will 
ineur no eharge at all. 
We have done all we can 
to ensure these charges 
do not penalise loeal 
residents and where new 
eharges are being pro¬ 
posed we have ensured 
these will be competi¬ 
tive with neighbouring 
loeal authority areas. 

“The new measures 
for residents’ parking 
permits will also ensure 
that where spaees are at a 
premium loeal residents 
ean ensure they have 
preferenee for a very 
reasonable eost, with no 
restriction on the num¬ 
ber of permits that eaeh 
household ean apply for.” 

If approved on Mareh 
18, the eouneil’s new 
parking poliey is likely 
to eome into effect later 
this year once the legal 
framework is in place.

^Tackling the problem 
of agricultural pollution’ 


T he issue of 
agricultural 
pollution is a 
concern for every 
farmer. A single 
pollution incident 
can cause huge 
harm to wildlife 
and the environ¬ 
ment, while the 
steady, periodic or 
combined leaching 
of pollutants can 
lead to damaging 
concentrations of 
nitrates or other 
chemicals, resulting 
in problems such as 
algal blooms and 
the contamination 
of water supplies. 

Of course, pollution 
brings with it finan¬ 
cial costs for farm 
businesses - whether 
direetly, as a result 
of fines, or a result of 
the loss of valuable 
nutrients from soils and 
other adverse impaets. 

Thankfully, the data 
available for agricultural 
pollution incidents 
from January 2010 to 
February 2018 shows 
only one per eent of 
farms in Wales to have 
been recorded as having 
a substantiated pollution 
incident; but some of 
those that have been 
attributed to farming 
were catastrophic, add¬ 
ing to existing pressures 
from members of the 
public, charities and 
other bodies to tighten 
up farming regulations. 

Sueh pressures, which 
have been exaeerbated 
by unusually wet 
periods in recent years, 
eome against a back¬ 
ground of legislative 
pressure due to Nitrate 
Vulnerable Zone and 
Water Framework 
Directive legislation. 

For these reasons, the 
FUW has worked with 
others for deeades to 
help address agrieultural 
pollution in a propor¬ 
tionate and targeted 
way. 

In reeent years, a 
large proportion of this 
work has been through 
the FUW’s membership 
of the Welsh Land 
Management Forum

(WLMF), ehaired by 
Natural Resources 
Wales, and in partieular 
the WLMF agricultural 
pollution sub-group, 
which has met monthly 
over the past two years. 

Following a consul¬ 
tation on the expansion 
of Wales’ Nitrate 
Vulnerable Zones and 
a request from Welsh 
Government Cabinet 
Secretary Lesley 
Griffiths in April 2018, 
the group submitted a 
detailed report and 45 
reeommendations to the 
Cabinet Secretary. 

While work by the 
group continued, with 
a particular emphasis 
on targeting aetions in 
areas where problems 
are known to exist, it 
seems that the work of 
the Welsh Government 
ground to a halt in 
terms of eonsidering the 
reeommendations or the 
results of a programme 
of NRW farm visits 
aimed at identifying 
problems and appropri¬ 
ate solutions. 

Lesley Griffiths has 
neither met with the 
group nor responded to 
the reeommendations. 
Rather, the Welsh 
Government announeed 
in November that it 
intends to bring forward 
legislation for the whole 
of Wales which is, to 
all intents and purposes, 
a cut-and-paste of the 


NVZ rules - inereasing 
the number of Welsh 
farm holdings subject 
to costly and restrictive 
legislation from an 
estimated 600 to more 
than 24,000. 

While there are 
problems that must 
be addressed, sueh a 
move is wholly dispro¬ 
portionate, and would 
undermine efforts to 
target pollution in those 
areas where aetion is 
needed, while adding 
huge eosts and burdens 
in vast areas where no 
problems exist. 

The GEM asked the 
Welsh Government 
to comment and 
The Minister for 
Environment, Energy 
and Rural Affairs, 

Lesley Grijfiths, said: 
“Failure to tackle the 
issue of agricultural 
pollution would be 
highly damaging for 
Wales; in terms of its 
reputation, on the envi¬ 
ronment and for Wales ’ 
future trading arrange¬ 
ments post-Brexit. 

“The appropriate and 
fair way to deal with 
the issue of agricultural 
pollution in Wales is 
to tackle it at source, 
with measures aimed 
at dealing with poor 
practice which is still 
seen far too frequently 
across Wales. 

“I have welcomed 
the recommendations 
made by the Wales Land 
Management Forum 
sub-group (WLMF) 
and we are already 
implementing a number 
of them. 

“It remains the 
intention of the Welsh 
Government to establish 
the right balance of 
measures and officials 
from relevant depart¬ 
ments meet with the 
WLMF on a monthly 
basis. The proposed 
regulations are 
proportionate, based 
upon good practice 
recommendations and 
will play an important 
role, alongside other 
measures, in helping 
address agricultural 
pollution in Wales. ”

COLLECTING things 
is a bit of, well, a male 
occupation, writes 
ANDY JOHNSTONE. 

Be it duelling sears (admit¬ 
tedly not so eommon these 
days), loeo numbers, or stamps, 
it is us ehaps who tend to eolleet. 

Take Gary Spoors and 
John Sparks, for example. 

Long eareers in the Royal 
Air Foree and Royal Navy, 
and sueeessful seeond eareers 
with the businesses GJD 
Serviees and Horizon Aireraft 
at the Aerospaee Wales 
Business Park, Pieketston 
and at other sites in the 
UK have allowed them to 
indulge in their eolleetive 
eolleeting speeiality: aireraft. 

“I like VC 10s,” said Mr 
Spoors, whose father was 
based at RAF St Athan, as 
was he some years later, 
“I have three of them.” 

A moment of silenee 
ensued as I mentally eounted 
my eolleeting haul (10 eop- 
ies of Three Men in a Boat, 
nine of The Art of War, and 
six eopies of Out of Africa. 

Aireraft tend to be rather 
large. In faet, even a WWII-era 
Spit or Hurri is eonsiderably 
larger than one might assume. 
It is the “small, far away” 

e f f e e t . 

Forward a generation 
to a Cold War Phantom or 
Tornado, and they are large 
aireraft, and so having spaee, 
say a eouple of hangars here 
and there, is not only prae- 
tieal, but also a neeessity. 

Not everyone ean own 
their own aireraft, let alone 
a squadron of myriad types 
both military and eivil, fixed 
and rotary winged, airliner 


and fighter, and so Messrs 
Sparks and Spoors deeided to 
ereate an aero museum, here, 
in the Vale, in St Athan, and 
it will be unlike anything 
else in Wales or the UK. 

Their eombined enthusi¬ 
asm is palpable, infeetious. 

“It won’t just be a museum,” 
begins Mr Spoors, “but also 
a plaee to learn, to study, to 
have the kind of hands-on 
praetieal training in aireraft 

engineering and main- 
tenanee that is in short 
supply these days.” 

As if on eue, two young 
students - Danny Banga 
and Morgan Nieholls 
of the University of 
South Wales arrive. 

Both reading Aireraft 
Maintenanee and Engineering, 
they travel to GJD Serviees’ 
Hangar 872 when they ean to 
get their hands dirty, to get to 
grips with, in a literal sense, 
the nuts and bolts of aireraft. 

Mr Nieholls, who had his 
head in the exhaust outlet of 
a Jet Provost when we met, 
said: “Coming here gives 
us the sort of experienee 
we ean’t get anywhere else. 

Mr Banga agreed saying: 
“It baeks up and brings to 
life the theoretieal side of our 
studies, and we’re so pleased 
we ean eome here to do it.” 

South Wales Air Museum 
(SWAM) is due to open 
over the Easter weekend. 

“It’s a work in progress,” 
said Mr Sparks, “and 
probably always will be. 

“We have so many plans, 
so many aireraft [I am sworn 
to seereey about one], sueh 
a vision for this plaee.” 

Mr Sparks has another 


business - Horizon Aireraft 
Serviees, whieh speeialises in 
restoring and flying ex-military 
j et and piston aireraft along with 
a flying sehool teaehing people 
how to fly - on the airfield. 

While eolleeting might be 
a peeuliarly male preserve, 
SWAM will be anything but. 

“What we will aehieve 
here meshes perfeetly with 
the renewed interest - for 
males AND females of any 
age - in STEM (seienee, 
teehnology, engineering, and 
mathematies, from prima¬ 
ry-age ehildren to eollege and 
university, and apprentieeships 
of all ages,” said Mr Spoors. 

Perhaps eehoing Ignatius 
of Loyola, he eontinued, say¬ 
ing: “If we - working with 
sehools, working with UK and 
Wales governments, work¬ 
ing with industry, eolleges 
and universities —ean get a 
ehild, be it a boy or a girl, 
interested in aireraft and engi¬ 
neering at 10 years old, then 
they’ll want to do it for life. 

“Even if it’s only one or 
two ehildren out of eaeh elass 
of 30 that gets that spark, then 
the tradition and exeellenee of 
world-leading engineering and 
seienee in the UK - inelud¬ 
ing right here in the Vale and 
Bridgend - whieh has never 
gone away, is assured.” 

To use a eouple of modish 
terms, the inelusivity envi¬ 
sioned at SWAM does not 
begin and end with gender. 

“We’re going to go above 
and beyond what is required 
to make sure disabled adults 
and ehildren ean have the 
same experienee as every¬ 
one else,” said Mr Sparks. 

He deseribed the plan to 


have a Boeing 747 eoekpit, 
eut from the aireraft, put on the 
ground with a ramp onto the 
flight deek so that a wheelehair 
user or less-ambulant person 
ean still aeeess the eontrols. 
An elevating platform beneath 
will be able to raise a per¬ 
son in a wheelehair into the 
flight deek to give them the 
same hands-on experienee. 

Other exhibits - in addition 
to the Jet Provost - inelude 
a two-seater Hawker Hunter, 
a eouple of Fairey Gannets, 
a Sea King, a de Havilland 
Dove, a Vampire, the famous 
Panavia Tornado GRl ZA326 
in “raspberry ripple” eolour 
seheme, and Blaek Mike. 

Blaek Mike (“She should 
be painted in grey,” said Mr 
Spoors) is a reeord-break- 
ing Phantom XV582. 

Her elaim to fame is that, 30 
years ago this April 1, she set 
the fastest time for the 590-mile 
Lands End to John O’Groats 
Run, whieh she eovered 46 
minutes and 44 seeonds. 

That is an average speed 
of over 757 mph, and 
a reeord she still holds. 

Future additions to the 
SWAM eolleetion will 
inelude a Canberra, a Meteor, 
a Shaekleton, a Bueeaneer, a 
Venom, a Jaguar, and one of 
those VC 1 Os, and lots, lots more. 

“We might also like to get a 
Vulean here,” said Mr Sparks. 

The museum, over time, will 
add a shop and a eafe, and visi¬ 
tors will be able to get up elose 
to all the exhibits, and view 
them from above from a gallery.

Barry Waitrose staff’s uncertain future 


THE closure of Waitrose is a 
body blow to Barry and par¬ 
ticularly the local area, the local 
councillor has told The GEM. 

Cllr Rachel Nugent-Finn, who rep¬ 
resents Cadoc Ward, said: “I’m gutted 
that this has happened. It is a massive 
loss. I’m very sorry to see it go. 

“I hope that the staff will be looked 
after and if there is anything I can to do 
to help they should let me know. 

“The cafe lent itself to the commu¬ 
nity - I used to hold surgeries there 
because it was the ideal place to meet 
residents. Local organisations were also 
welcomed. 

“It was also a place in the area where 
people were able to meet up and have a 
cup of tea and a cake. 


“The staff have been so friendly and 
accessible. The store was a hub for the 
community. 

“Over the years the site has now 
been occupied by The Tower, Presto, 
Safeway and Waitrose.” 

On Wednesday, March 6, the 
company revealed the Palmerston Road 
store would close on Sunday, June 9. 
Other stores are closing in Torquay, 
Teignmouth, Blaby and Ashbourne. 

Waitrose confirmed it had sold the 
site to Anlo Properties, which will rede¬ 
velop the unit over an extended period 
of time. Future plans for the site will be 
aimounced at a later date. 

There has been speculation that 
Iceland were interested in taking it over 
but The GEM understands that it has 
not entered into any commitment. 


Waitrose & Partners regional man¬ 
ager Alistair Bullock said it had been 
forced to make a hard-headed business 
decision: “We have taken great pride 
in being part of the Barry community 
for almost 15 years so the sale of the 
shop is not something we take lightly, 
but we have sadly not been able to find 
a way to make the shop commercially 
sustainable in the long-term. 

“Our priority is our 122 partners 
working there who will be fully 
supported throughout the process and 
we will identify opportunities for those 
wishing to remain with the business 
wherever possible.”

The Grand Slam is still on but 
Gatland’s Welsh comeback kings 
et a taste of their own medicine!

A fter this baffling match in 
Murrayfield, Wales remain 
on course to go for the 
Grand Slam next Saturday in the 
Principality Stadium against Ireland, 
but it was not a comfortable watch. 

In the opening Six Nations game, Wales started 
slowly against France, but stormed back in the 
second half to win - and then they did the same 
against England, so after an excellent first 40 min¬ 
utes, when the Welsh side got on top and varied 
their play intelligently, they went into the break in 
complete control against a Scotland side that was 
ravaged by injuries. 

However, with the benefit of hindsight, there 
was a unlikely echo of the English encounter just 
before half time. 

England, remember, were leading 10-3 when 
Jonny May chased down Liam Williams and 
forced him into touch five metres out. It was the 
final play of the first half, and an England score 
could have put the games out of Wales’ reach, but 
great defence held the English line-out drive, and 
Wales were able to regroup during the break. 

Yesterday, two minutes before half time, and 
with Wales leading 15-6, Gareth Anscombe sent 
a superb penalty from a narrow angle spiralling 
perfectly to find touch just five metres out. A try 
could have taken the score to 20-6, or even 22-6, 
but Scotland held the line-out drive. 

They did, however, concede a penalty, but 
Anscombe hit the post. Even then, Hadleigh 
Parkes claimed the rebound and Wales recycled 
the ball and sent it out to the in-form Josh Adams, 
who fancied his chances against substitute Adam 
Hastings, but the Scot made a great tackle. 

Now, it was Scotland’s turn to regroup during 
the interval and they made a startling resurgence. 

They had started the match with two of their 
first-choice back three (Stuart Hogg and Sean 
Maitland) out injured. 

Before 30 minutes had passed, two more 
(Tommy Seymour and Blair Kinghom) had 
departed and a fifth attacking threat, the twin¬ 
kle-toed Darcy Graham, lasted only until the 64th 
minute before needing repairs. 

Wales coach Warren Gatland hinted that, 
perhaps, a touch of complacency set in among the 
Welsh side during the break, while captain Alun 
Wyn Jones simply said that Wales could not get 
hold of the ball in the second half 

Certainly, the Scots produced a supercharged but 
mistake-ridden second half where they let scoring 
chances slip on several occasions. 

However, they managed to retain possession 
after many of their mistakes, with fumbles going 


backwards and misplaced passes being tidied up by 
a navy blue jersey rather than a red. 

On top of that, the penalty count moved heavily 
against Wales, so much so that, with 10 minutes 
remaining, referee Pascal Gauzere gave Alun Wyn 
Jones the “next one is in the bin” talk. 

After the game, Scotland coach Gregor 
Townsend made it clear that he felt that talk should 
have been made 10 to 15 minutes earlier. 

Wales paid a price for Scotland’s resurgence 
too, as Liam Williams, who had been having an 
outstanding game, went off injured. One Aussie 
Rules-style catch, taking the ball high above his 
head, will live long in the memory. It looked like 
a damaged collar bone but, at the time of writing, 
is being described as a ‘stinger’ which gives him 
hope of playing next Saturday. 

His injury was linked to the one occasion that 
Wales’ rush defence was out-flanked. They say 
that a long pass can do this, and in this case that 
pass fell into the hands of Allan Dell. The Scottish 
prop looked a touch nonplussed at first, looking for 
a quicker man to pass to, but realising that there 
was no one near, he showed a clean pair of heels 
to Alun Wyn Jones and had worked up a real head 
of steam when Liam Williams was forced to throw 
himself into the path of the truck. 

On the injury front, Wales seem to have 
survived this game, although Hadleigh Parkes and 
Adam Beard looked as if they had gone 15 rounds 
with Anthony Joshua. 

It had all seemed so smooth in the first half. 
Scotland did score first after 10 minutes with a 
Finn Russell penalty after Josh Navidi was ruled 
offside, but within five minutes Wales were ahead. 

Quick hands out right meant Wales made ground 
and then, when the ball was moved left, centre 
Jonathan Davies drew his man and passed to Josh 
Adams. The left wing was short of room to work 
with, but skinned the Scots full back, Kinghom, 
and crossed in the comer before mnning round to 
touch down behind the posts. It was a really sharp 
finish, although the re-mns suggested that the pass 
to him was slightly forward. Anscombe converted. 

Scotland came back and Darcy Graham, who 
has more than a touch of Shane Williams about 
him, beat defenders with barely any room. One 
suspects he wears bright yellow boots to highlight 
his dazzling footwork! 

The attack broke down but Scotland were 
awarded a penalty that reduced the margin to just 
one point. 

However, four minutes later Anscombe restored 
Wales’ lead, splitting the posts from 42 metres. 

On the 25-minute mark, Wales made it 15-6. 
They put George North at the front of the line out, 
and the wing made ground, before a series of pick

and goes sucked in the defence. When the ball was 
moved wide, centre Jonathan Davies was spoiled 
for choice. He could have put Adams in for a sec¬ 
ond, but a gap opened up and he scored himself It 
was as clinical a move as Wales have put together 
all year. 

It carried on going Wales’ way. By now, 

Seymour and Kinghom had left the field, and 
Ross Moriarty was enjoying himself, catching the 
Scottish restarts and crashing through tackles. The 
Murrayfield crowd was quiet. 

There was the aforementioned chance to 
increase the lead, but all was fine and dandy as 
Wales left the field for the half time team talk. 

It all changed in the second half, with Scotland 
attacking furiously. Hamish Watson, returning 
from injury and short of match fitness, was like 
a man possessed when he came on, bouncing off 
would-be tacklers and making yards every time he 
had the ball. 

He epitomised the Scottish fightback, burning 
with fimstration and anger at the way things had 
gone in the first half 

Liam Williams picked up his injury 10 minutes 
into the half, and Dan Biggar replaced him. 

The Scots had a lucky break when Hadleigh 
Parkes was harshly penalised for a high tackle. 

Finn Russell kicked for the comer after that pen¬ 
alty, and Wales held the line-out drive, but had to 
react quickly when Grant Gilchrist forced his way 
over - turning the second row onto his back and 
stopping him grounding the ball. 

Wales were rattled. Biggar had a chance to put 
in a relieving penalty kick, but slipped and his mis- 
cue made just 10 yards. To make matters worse, 
Wales were failing to win their own line-outs, so 
the pressure came back on them. 

Soon after, George North fell foul of M. 

Gauzere, being penalised for a choke tackle, even 
though he had his hand firmly on the ball as he 
contested possession with Ali Price. 

This time, the Scots worked a sharp backs move, 
with Finn Russell giving an inside pass to Byron 
McGuigan, who put Darcy Graham clear for his 
first international try. Russell’s pass appeared to be 
forward, but Wales could hardly complain after a 
similar call in the first half 

The try went unconverted, but it was now 
15-11. At a mck, Gareth Davies shouted at the 
referee, demanding a penalty. There’s too much of 
this these days, and he was rewarded by seeing the 
penalty go against Wales! 

There was a chance for Wales to restore their 
lead when Adams kicked ahead after a loose 
Scottish pass. Jonathan Davies continued the 
attack, and a score seemed likely, but Wales’ first 
half coolness had gone missing and the chance

went begging. 

The next 12 minutes were agony for Welsh 
spectators. Scotland were camped in the 22, and a 
series of penalties were kicked into the comer to 
keep Wales on the rack.They did, however, keep 
all 15 on the pitch and this made a difference. 
Young Aaron Wainwright came on with fresh legs 
and Wales demolished a planned Scottish line out 
drive, pushing them back 10 metres and earning a 
much-needed penalty. 

Fortunately for Wales, Scotland continued to 
make errors. One 15-phase attack ended with the 
Scots 30 yards further away from the Welsh line 
than when they started. 

Before the match was over, Wales had one 
more lucky break. Price chased a kick ahead and, 
failing to notice that the bounce had beaten Gareth 
Anscombe, tackled him regardless. It meant that 
Wales had a relieving penalty kick and, from the 
next phase of play, they had a kickable penalty, 
which Anscombe slotted to make it 18-11. 

The match finished soon after, and the camera 
turned to Warren Gatland in the stands. 

The Welsh head coach seemed a little under¬ 
whelmed by the victory!
